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FOREWORD 


Welcome to Baldwin’s Auction 103. We are excited to present our latest auction, our first live auction since the 
pandemic began in our newly refurbished Auction Room at 399 Strand. The sale consists of a wide variety of 
coins and medals, with some exceptionally rare pieces and some of the finest known examples. 


Our selection of ancient coins includes various high-grade Greek pieces. These include a beautiful stater from 
Abdera featuring the griffin and Hercules, as well as a large octadrachm from the same city. These are followed 
by gold staters of Lysimachus and a posthumous issue of Alexander the Great in particularly high grade. The 
Roman selection includes a pleasing gold aureus of Tiberius, of the ‘Tribute Penny’ type, as well as aureii of 
Nero and Faustina. Also offered for sale is a very rare Celtic ‘Wonersh’ stater. 


The British commences with a small but impressive collection of early Anglo-Saxon coins. Following this in the 
hammered section are two superb Triple Unites of Charles I, as well as a struck Sovereign of James I and de- 
lightful ship Ryal also of James I. Early milled features an extremely fine 1716 Five Guineas, a high grade 1724 
WCC Shilling and delightful Pattern 1778 Shilling. The later milled section features several exceptional rarities, 
a Third Guinea struck in copper, an 1847 Gothic Crown graded Proof 65 Cameo, a Proof 64 1851 Florin, an 1882 
“no H” Penny in uncirculated condition, Proof Farthings of 1864 and 1877 and a unique Proof Shilling of 1946. 
Included after the British section is the Alan Hillman Collection of coins, highlights of which are an extremely 
fine Guinea of Queen Anne, a Proof 64 Gothic Crown and an uncirculated 1934 Crown. 


In World coins, we are including some great rarities and unique coins. We are pleased to present an extremely 
rare Double Tram of Levon I of which only two examples are known of this variety. We are also featuring a 
unique Mughal Mohur of Shah Jahan I, from Mulher (Aurangnanar) mint - a true beauty for a selective collector 
of Mughal pieces. One of the highlights is also our impressive commemorative Double Taler of Johan Georg II 
of Saxony - fantastic, impressive piece and 100 gold Lire of Vittorio Emanuele II, of which only 579 were minted 
- itis the largest gold coin ever issued for this Savoyard King of Italy. Another impressive gold piece is the gold 
Cob of 8 Escudos of Philip V from Lima mint, with an early date. From bronze coins, we are including an excep- 
tionally rare Pattern of 2 Centavos from Peru, with the famous radiant sun design flawlessly detailed, of which 
only two other examples have appeared on the market in the past 15 years and only one other in a finer grade. 


The selection of Commemorative Medals, although not large, is not unimpressive. Of the highest importance is 
the English Coronation Medal of Charles I in gold. In such a metal this is excessively rare and the only other one 
to come onto the market in many years was a very poor specimen sold by this house in September 2018. This 
superb example came into a pawnbroker’s shop in Stockport during or just after the Second World War. Also 
important is the large gold Reward Medal of Admiral Earl St. Vincent — again very rare and particularly splen- 
did. There is also an interesting run of gold Touch Piece medalets - the last to be handed out by the monarch in 
the medieval belief that the king’s touch could cure Scrofula, or the King’s Evil as it was known. 


Military medals feature an impressive Waterloo Medal awarded to Francis Mayon, 3rd Battalion Grenadier.

Hereberht is a known East Anglian moneyer. Naismith records this coin as the one specimen with 
the cross moline reverse. Cross moline coins of finer style are known from the Canterbury moneyers 
Tidbearht and Werheard (BLS 40-1). This coin, possibly one of two examples known. The other being 
the DNW specimen which went to auction in March 2012.

They tend to read Aetheluuf with an A as opposed to an E, the second most distinguishing 
factor is the reverse inscription reads OCCIDENTALIUM, (SCBI 67 [Naismith], 1107-1114) as opposed 
to a moneyer's inscription (SCBI 67, 1097-1105). The Dorking Hoard example is an exception, in that the 
obverse legend does commence with an +AE for AEDELVVLF as opposed to beginning with a ED for 
EDELVVLEF still signed by moneyer Torhtweald (SCBI 67, 1106).

On the death of his brother King Edward IV, Richard became Lord Protector of the nation for Edward’s 
son and successor, 12 year old Edward V. Within a few weeks an assembly of Lords and commoners 
declared Edward IV’s marriage to be bigamous and proclaimed Edward V to be illegitimate and Richard 
Ill was made king. Richard was crowned on 6 July 1483 but the young Prince Edward and his brother 
Richard, Duke of York, were never seen in public again after August 1483. It was rumoured they had 
been murdered upon the orders of Richard III. 


In August 1485, Henry Tudor headed a rebellion against Richard. He arrived on the shores of South 
Wales with an array of French troops and marched to Pembrokeshire, recruiting soldiers as he advanced. 
The armies of Henry and Richard met at Bosworth Field near Leicester where Richard was killed in the 
ensuing battle. 


Recently, in 2012, an archaeological excavation was commissioned by the Richard III Society on a 
council car park in the area where Greyfriars Priory Church once stood. Research by the University 
of Leicester proved (by carbon dating and DNA) that the body found was that of the King. He was 
re-buried in Leicester Cathedral on 26 May 2015.

As well, four lions passant 
alternate with four crowned lis, age-old claims to sovereignty over Scotland and France; these in turn 
surround a blossomed Tudor rose with a sunburst around it (which Sutherland describes as the spur 
for which the coin is named, ‘from the ability to regard the sun in glory’). The so-called scallop initial 
mark is more likely a seashell, yet another emblem of a powerful seafaring nation.

The Gold Triple Unite is the largest hammered gold denomination issued within the English series 
of coinage, with a nominal value of sixty-shillings or three Pounds. They were issued in a short three 
year date run for 1642, 1643 and 1644 with a multiplicity of die combinations in place, alongside an 
excessively rare 1642 Shrewsbury issue. Universally considered or accepted as a coveted rarity of the 
English Civil War period, essentially a statement piece made by the King. The obverse legend translates 
as "Charles, by the Grace of God, King of Great Britain, France and Ireland”. The reverse Declaration 
made at Wellington or the raising of the King’s standard translates as, [for ...] "The religion of the 
Protestants, the Laws of England, the Liberty of Parliament". The outer reverse legend translates as "Let 
God arise and let his enemies be scattered." The aforementioned words are essentially propaganda in 
‘real time’ aimed at the puritanical machinations of Cromwell, although they marked more than empty 
words, the King addressed his army the next. Perhaps this coin alone acts as an indicator of what would 
ensue between the Cavaliers and the Roundheads with their new model army during the English Civil 
Wars (1642-51). The Triple Unite, will always be acknowledged as one of, if not the leading flagship 
hammered Gold coin in the British series; the way in which the Una and the Lion is perceived in the late 


milled arena as the key piece. A truly superb example rooted both in numismatic folklore and House 
of Stuart History.

subjects and protected by himself and his parliament. This appears on the verso side of many of his 
coins, in largest form on the famed Triple Unites, which carried immense “face value” and served his 
army by purchasing supplies for war. Unfortunately for Charles, his parliament saw things through a 
different lens, one without him as ruler. The king’s proclamation essentially was a declaration of war 
against his legions of Puritan opponents and parliament's army, led by Oliver Cromwell. Oxford and 
the other regional mints, quickly assembled as the king moved from one fortified locale to another, 
served the purpose of converting gold in other forms (older coins, jewelry, plate) into coins asserting 
Charles’s kingship, and paid out to his armies as well as to suppliers. While technically not all of these 
are siege coins, most pieces struck at the temporary mints met exactly the same fate — melted in order 
to make newer coins after the war. Within six years of the minting of this impressive coin, Charles was 
captured and executed. At his demise, the ancient divine right of kings eff ectively ended in across the 
land, and upon the Restoration in 1660 England became parliamentarian in both name and power. The 
huge Triple Unites made of gold fared poorly. Few exist today. All are prized by numismatists as the 
ultimate artistic expressions in metal of their era.

The 1851 Florin was the first ‘Gothic’ Florin ever issued and is excessively rare. There is a plain edge 
proof and a milled edge version, and it is unlikely that even a handful of specimens of each type 
exists. Many years can elapse between sightings, and the coin is undoubtedly as rare and as historically 
important as the 1933 Penny. This specimen may be the finest known example available to commerce. 
There is speculation that the ‘Gothic’ Crown of 1847, designed by William Wyon (1795-1851) was 
produced in order to gauge the reaction of the British public to what was an innovative design. In the 
event, the Gothic Crown was immensely popular, and of the 8000 or so specimens made, many were 
retained as centrepieces of good coin collections. The Gothic Crowns and Florins are considered by 
many numismatists to be the most beautiful British coins ever minted, and the ‘Gothic’ florin series 
continued for another 36 years. The production of the first Gothic florin in 1851 coincided with the 
staging of the Great Exhibition in the same year. It was the initiative of Queen Victoria’s consort, Prince 
Albert, for Britain to hold this Exhibition, which was effectively the first World’s Fair, for the display 
of technical knowledge and advances. It was held in the famous Crystal Palace and was designed and 
built by Joseph Paxton and later relocated to the park at Sydenham in South London. The Exhibition 
was a huge success and made a large profit, which the Prince planned to spend on establishing the 
Victoria and Albert Museum inKensington.1851 was memorable internationally. In May of this year the 
first Australian gold rush was proclaimed. In July 1851 the Australian colony of Victoria separated from 
New South Wales, in September 1851 the New York Times was founded and in October the Reuters 
news service was established. Sadly, on 29th October 1851, William Wyon, designer of this famous coin 
passed away in Brighton, England.

Exceptionally rare Peruvian Pattern 


Very attractive example of these rare patterns superbly struck and with hints of red hues in the fields. By 1884, and following 
the Chilean occupation of Lima in 1881, the Lima mint was in dire condition. Consequently, the Peruvian government started 
commissioned new dies for the silver and copper denominations through its delegation in London. Although new and talented 
engraver such as Florencio Davalos (grandson of famous Anastasio Davalos) were present in the engraving department of the 
Lima mint, its Director had made it clear that “it was not possible to engrave the dies at the (Lima) mint, since the necessary 
equipment and utensils are lacking after all were destroyed during the Chilean occupation”. The Peruvian proof series dated 
1886 were struck from the dies commissioned in England, which were engraved by Leonard Charles Wyon, son of William 
Wyon. 


When looking at the exquisite workmanship of these dies, many have wondered why no regular coins were struck with 
them upon their receipt. As indicated in the mint report of 1887, the reason is a technical one since Wyon blundered on the 
dimensions of the hubs and dies: for the present piece, the diameter was of 19.5mm instead of the requested 19mm. Although 
reworked versions of the Wyon dies were used for the 1 Centavo issues of 1901 and 1904, those were clearly less attractive since 
the engraving of the sun's face was removed. Thus, these 1886 patterns are the only issues showing all the Wyon’s work tn all 


its glory, which adds to their importance.

Under the Commonwealth, both the denomination of the ‘Angel’ and the ceremony of ‘touching’ to cure the Kings 
Evil (Scrofula) ceased. When the ritual was reintroduced during the Restoration of Charles II (1660-1685), who 
was keen to substantiate the Royal position, a gold medalet, now specifically a touch-piece, was created to replace 
the angel. Designed solely for the touching ceremony and not meant to be used as currency, this medalet continued 
to employ the designs of the former angel (although now the ship was modernized by depicting Charles’s warship 
‘the Sovereign of the Seas’ accompanied by the legend SOLI DEO GLORIA (Alone to God the glory). The last 
reigning monarch to touch on British soil was Anne (1702-1714), who did so three months before her death. The 
Hanoverians refused to participate at all and the ritual died out in England, although in France it did so until 
the execution of Louis XVI (1774-1793), and was continued by the Stuart Pretenders until the death of Cardinal 
Henry Benedict Stuart (Henry IX to the Jacobites) in 1807. King George I, when applied to for a royal touch, 
growled, “If you seek that superstition, apply to the Pretender!”

On July 23, 1718, Clementina, the granddaughter of Polish king Jan III Sobieski, was betrothed to James Stuart, 
the Old Pretender. George I, on learning of the marriage, immediately set to foiling his rival's plans. The reigning 
king urged Emperor Charles VI to intercept the bride, who was proceeding with her retinue to Bologna. Despite 
family ties with Maria, Charles complied, and the Polish princessl was imprisoned in Innsbruck Castle. James sent 
his agent, Charles Wogan, to her rescue. By replacing Maria with a maid and abandoning most of her entourage, 
Wogan and Maria managed to escape the castle. When she at last arrived in Bologna on 22 May 1719, James 
was away in Spain. The couple was married by proxy. Following James’ return, the couple lived for some time in 
Rome, under the protection of the Pope, on whose order this medal was supposedly struck.

When the British fleet under Admiral Sir John Jervis defeated a much larger Spanish fleet under Admiral Don José 
de Cordoba y Ramos near Cape St. Vincent, Portugal in February 1797, Jervis was made Baron Jervis of Meaford 
and Earl St Vincent and was granted a pension for life of £3,000 per annum. Three years later he presented silver 
and bronze examples of this medal to those officers and sailors who followed him from his flagship Victory to the 
Ville de Paris, and remained loyal to him during the mutiny at the Nore (which involved over 10% of the seamen 
in the Royal Navy). A specimen in gold was presented to George III and is now in the British Museum and there 
is also another gold example in the National Maritime Museum — the raised inscription around the edge reading 
+(SOHO)+ STRUCK AT THE MINT OF MATTHEW BOULTON. It is not known how many gold specimens 
were made or whom else they were given, although it is known that he did give out several throughout his life. We 


do now however know, that the medal was designed by Lady Spencer and this fact is recorded in correspondence 
to her from Jervis in June 1801.

Angus Alexander Macdonald was born on the 12th of November 1904 at Ardrishaig. He attended

He was an Honours Graduate from Edinburgh 
University and went up to Oxford University, Oriel College, for a year’s special training for his posting 
to India., He studied the Indian Penal Code, the Code of Criminal Procedure, the Indian Evidence Act, 
Indian History, Urdu, Panjabi and Hindu and Mohammedan Law. His appointment to India was dated 
the 12th of October 1928.

William Cox was born on the 11th of October 1856 in Bruton Somerset he attested for the Somerset 
Light Infantry at Bath on the 19th of May 1879 giving his trade as Shoemaker aged 22 years 1 month. 
He served with the 2nd Battalion Somerset Light Infantry in India, Walter Cox arrived as part of a draft 
from England in January 1880 serving at Kamptee from January 1880 to October 1883 with one period 
in April 1882 at Seetabuldee, he was promoted to Corporal on the 20th of December 1881. In October 
1883 he moved to Rangoon, Burma until January 1884 when he moved to Port Blair, the Andaman 
Islands, he was posted back to Rangoon in October 1884 and remained there until June 1886, on the 
11th of May 1886 he was promoted to Sergeant. In July 1886 he joined the Burma Field Force and served 
with them for three months before posting to Poonamallee, India Wellington, India and then Mandalay, 
Burma. Sergeant Cox was then posted in May 1887 to Belgaum where he remained until Mar On the 
5th of December 1889, he was transferred to the un-attatched list as Serjeant Major and Drill Instructor 
Nayar Brigade. The Nayar Brigade was one of the native levies raised by the Raja of Tranvacore and is 
shown in the published Army Lists between 1850 and 1892. It latterly consisted of the Raja’s Bodyguard 
and was made up of Artillery and two infantry Battalions. 

Transferred to the Royal Scots 30th September 1893 remaining on the un-attatched list. Awarded Long 
Service and Good Conduct Medal, AO 1899. Remanded to the 1st Battalion Royal Scots 19th April 1901, 
transferred 2nd Battalion Royal Scots 23rd June 1901, discharged at his own request 9th July 1901 after 
serving 22 years 52 days with the Colours. 

His Service papers confirm the India General Service Medal and clasp and his Long Service and Good 
Conduct Medal. He was a Chelsea Hospital out-pensioner with the rank of Colour Serjeant Royal Scots 
with a pension of 31d. Per day for life. 

Walter Cox died in Dulton, East Suffolk on the 15th of April 1936, his death certificate states Army 
Pensioner and Licensed Victualler (retired).

Michael Palmer, a fisherman from Grimsby, joined the Royal Naval Reserve on the 25th of January

as 2nd Hand to His Majesty’s Trawler Hawk. H.M.T. Hawk rammed and sank U-14 off Peterhead on the 
17th of February 1917. H.M.T. Hawk was torpedoed by the very successful U-Boat, U-64, Kapitanleutnant 
Robert Moraht, on the 17th of February 1917, 140 miles east by south of Malta, Hawk was sunk with the 


loss of 7 lives. At the time of her sinking Hawk had just rescued the crew of SS Okermont who had also 
just been torpedoed by U-64. 


U-64 completed 10 patrols before being sunk on the 17th of June 1918, with the loss of 38 killed and 5 
captured, by depth charges fired from H.M.S. Lyching. U-64 had sunk 45 ships, damaged 3 and captured 
1, She had torpedoed and sunk the French semi-dreadnought battleship Danton.

Arthur William Ess enlisted for The Grenadier Guards at the Depot of the Norfolk Regiment on the 
8th of February 1915, stating that he lived in Mill Road, West Walton, Near Wisbech Cambridgeshire, 
that he was 19 years and 2 months old and was a Farm Servant by trade. He was posted to the Depot 
on the day he attested he was posted to the Ist Battalion and arrived in France on the 14th of April 
1916. Appointed Lance corporal on the 4th of September 1916. He reverted to Private on the 14th of 
December 1916 after he was reported for neglect of duty as an NCO for losing two pairs of Gum Boots. 


On the 7th of March he was tried on two counts. Idle on Sentry Duty 7th of March 1917, Leaving an 
Advanced Listening Post between the hours of 11pm and 12 midnight, for this he was awarded 28 Days 
Field Punishment No.1. 

On the 22nd of July 1917, he was wounded - Shrapnel Wound Left Leg and Face, Gun Shot Wound 
Left Knee, he was to Field Ambulance 66 and on the 14th of August was returned Home to the Military 
Hospital Boscombe to recover from his wounds. He returned to France on the 17th of April 1918 and 
returned to England once more on the 9th of June 1918 when he was posted to the 5th Battalion. He was 
Demobilised to the Z Reserve on the 23rd of March 1919.
